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(i.) Country-man. "rE 1 underftand Mr. 

I Hoadly righ, in what 

you Quoted out of 

him laft time, there can be no fuch thing 

as any Charch of God upon Earth. For if 

there be any fuch Church, Separate from 

the Reft of Mankind, then, according to 

Mt. Hoadly, they Chain God down, as the 

Heathens did their Idols, to their own So- 
bitty of City. 


~ (2.) Rebearfal. When God gathers a Church 
to Himfelf from among the Reft of Man 
kind, and Jncorporats them into a Diftiné 
and Peculiar Society, and gives them Laws 
and Rules, He Limits or Chains them down 
to the Obfervance of His Laws: But can 
this be call’d their Chaizing down of God, 
or Limiting Him? Becaufe He Limits Us, 
do-we therefore Limit Him? Or do we 
Tye Him to thofe. Rules to which He Tyes 
$? Mr. Aoadly can make no Excufe for 
this very Extraordinary fort of Expreflion 
of our Chaining down God, but that he 
thinks (with the Book of the Rights) That 
God did not IJnfficute any Church, but that 
ill was done by the People, who (in that 
Café indeed) took upon them to Chain 
down God, if they Appropriated the Pe- 
ciliar Prefence of Ged more to one Church 


bor Religion than Another, or gave Pro- 


mifes or Privileges more to One than to 
Another. 


(3.) This comes up, in its Confequences, 
to what the Rights calls the -Horeb Con- 
talk, to make Ged derive His Power from 
the People. For what elfe is it, if we can 





Appoint the 'A4Zeans by which we fhall bé 
Sav'd, that is, if we can fet up a Church; 
and Mould and Fafhion is as we think fit? 
And it is the fame if we take upon us 
Lo alter what God has Appointed. For that 
is ftill fetting our felves above God, both as 
to Wifdemand Authority. This is a Terrible 
Confideration to thofe among us, who fet 
up Churches of their own Heads, and have’ 
no Regard to that which was Infticuied by 
Chrift, but Defpife its Government, and thé 
Sucteffion of it to this Day, and think chey 
can Contrive as well or Better for them- 
felves! 


(4) Conntry-m. Mr. Hoadly fays, as you 
have Quoted him, That fome one Form of 
Government was Inftituted (by Chrift) as Pros 
per to carry on this End, that is, to Enable 
men to Walk Soberly, Righteon[ne/s, and Goaly 
in this prefent World, as he Expreffes ‘it, p. 
4. And thence Infers, that whoever Watks 
Soberly in any Communion, or Under what- 
ever Church-Government, is Safe, as having 
Attain’d the Great End of Chriffianity. 

Rebearf. 1 have told him before, That 
ther is fomething elfe in Chriftianity befides 
living a Sober Life. The Devil is Sober, 
for he cannot be Drunk. Yet he isa Devil 
ftill. The proper Works of the Devil are 
Pride, Malice, Envy, Emulation, Wrati, Strife; 
Seditions, caufing Schifms and Divifions, and 
breaking the Peace of the Charch and of 
the World, by oppofing Government, whether 
in Church or State, and Leading Men into 
Schifms, and Rebellions. And fome Men can 
do this very Soberly! And put a Grave Face 
upon it all/ Nay, do it all in the Name 
of 



































of the Lord! Adding Blafphemy to Wicked- 
nefi! And Sate can Transform himfelf into 
an Angel of Light! Thefe are the Wiles ot 
the Devil, by which many Unwary and 
Unftable Souls are Caught, and think them- 
felves Afcending up acob’s Ladder, while 
they are in the very Callof Bitserme/s and 
Bond of Iniquity. 


(5.) Thofe Sins are the Greateft, which 
do mot Hurt to others. What Sim then 
fo Great as to Lead Multitudes into S.bifm 
and Kebellion,to make them Envy and Hare, 
Défirey ad Mu der one ariother ! And when 
the Face of Godlinefs is put upon this, it 
renders it Tenfold more Deform and Ab- 
horrent £ The Pharifees were the moft Precife 
ef any Sect among the Jews, and in all Ap- 
pearance moft Sober and Godly Perfous. But 
they were Proud, full of Spiritual Pride, 
they were Hypocrirés, and lnwardly they 
were Ravening Wolves, they Devour’d Wi- 
dows Houfes, and fora Pretence made Long 
Prayers 5 therefore their Coudemnation was 
the Greater. 


(6.) But Mr. Hoadly fays, That Some 
one Form of Government was Inftituted as 
proper to carry on this End, ot living Soberly, 
&e. I ceud tk him then whether that 
Form of Government which Chri did Infti- 
tute in His Chyrch is not ftill as: Proper to 
carry on this End? Or whether we ¢an 
Mend it, by Deftroying that Form, and 
fetting up others of our own Deviling ? 
Are we .Wifer than Cbriff? Or ‘have we 
withority to Alier what He has» Jnfista- 
ted. 

I need no Form of Government to make 
me live Soberlys.1: can do that of my felt, 
with the Grace of God, wichout the Help 
of any: Government., Bat ‘Government was 
Inftituted: to Préferve the Bay of the Se 
ciety in Peace and Unny. And whoever 
Breeks that, let him be as Sober as he will, 
he is doing the Work of the Devil, and 
what Chrsff. calls tie Tearing His own Body 
in Pieces. Therefore He Commands us to 
Mark thofe who Caufe sivefions among us, 
aud to Avoid them. 


(7-) And. the Reafon of this wou’d Ap- 
pear very Plaia to any Man who wou'd 
Apply it to. -his own Concerns. ‘What 
woud, he think ef; one: who fhou’d make 
Divisions in kis own Fam:ly? To fet up the 
Wife againtk her Husband, the Children againf 
their Fareatssand the Servants againtt their 
Majier, avd againft one another. 

What. woud he Deferve who fhou’d 
mike a Adwince and Defertion ia an Army? 
The Mifchiefs of Divifion, and neceflity ot 
Union appear very plain in thefe Cates, and 
in the Cafe of every Society of Men what- 
joever. But in the Church only Divifion is 
a Harmle/s thing, in fome Mens Opinion! 
Ana they Call it AZoderation! Nay, thefe 
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who make Divifions in our CG, 
fenfible of the Mifchiefs of ix 

it happens among Themfelves, TH When 
can fee the Siw of Korah, and Ap ey 
thofe who Separat trom them, ia It 
trepbes and Fudas. are the. belt Nema Dio.
